The tariff 
bill passed its last legislative stage at 
3 p. el. today, whea the Senate by the 
decisive vote of 49 to 38 agreed to the 
conference report oa the bilL The 
was greeted with enthusi- 
astic applause by the crowded cham- 
ber. 
This ckssed the great labor for 
which the 
Fifty-fift-h 
Congress assem- 
bled In extraordinary 
session, and after 
stubborn resistance, at times threateni- 
ng- a deadlock, the Senate concurred 
with the Hoese in a resolution for the 
final adjoernment of the session at 9 
o'clock 
to-ni- 
The President's 
message far a cur- 
rency commissios. was received by the 
Hoose, bet tie Hoese bfll creating a 
commission was not acted on. 
Thus 
the dosing day was prolific: of a series 
of mementoes- 
- events, each of which 
alooe woeld have been of 
extraordi-nar- y 
interest 
An analysis of the vote on the tariff 
conference report shows that the af-- 
nrmative vote was cast by 37 Republi 
cans, 
oee- Democrat 
(McEnery), 
one 
Silver RepeWiean (Jones of Nevada) 
and one FopeHst (Stewart). 
The negative 
vote was cast by 2S 
Democrats and two Populists 
Harris 
and Turner. Teller (Silver 
Republi- 
can) 
and two 
Populists 
Alien and 
Botfer 
did not vote. 
One Pepelist, 
Kyie, and one Sliver RepebBean, 
Pet-tigre- w, 
were 
absent, 
witfcoat 
pairs, 
which was equivalent to withdrawing 
their vote. 
The last step necessary 
was taken 
at the White Hoese when the Presi- 
dent aSied his signature at 4 today. 
A few moments before 4 o'clock 
Dingiey 
appeared at the 
White Hoase, accompanied by Repre- 
sentative Eager, 
chairman 
of

Japan Wishes Autonomy 
To Be Preserved. 


Dominant Territorial Ambition 
In 
the Pacific Much Foared 
By Japan. 


NEW 
YORK, 
July 
23. 
A 
Herald 
Washington 
dispatch says: 
That Jap- 
an will continue to oppose tho Hawai- 
ian annexation 
treaty is conclusively 
shown by the latest protest of the Jap- 
anese Government under date of July 
10th. 
While couched in polite and 
diplo- 
matic 
language, 
the protest is suff- 
iciently firm in tone to show that Japan 
will continue to wage a diplomatic war, 
and possibly go further to prevent the 
consummation 
of the annexation 
pol 
icy. 
It is impossible 
for Japan 
to 
"view with unconcern and in a spirit 
of 
acquiescence 
the 
consequences 
which would follow 
the extinction 
of 
Hawaiian 
sovereignty," 
the Imperial 
Government significantly declares. 
This may not mean that Japan will 
resent annexation 
"to the utmost," as 
Count Okuma is credited with saying 
in a recent interview, but the general 
tone of the note is of a character to 
indicate that annexation 
without the 
"acquiescence" 
of Japan will mean a 
rupture in the relations 
between the 
two countries. 
Minister Hoshi says: 
"The Imperial 
Government 
recognizes it as a 
ed 
principle 
of international 
law that the completion of annexation 
would render the treaties and conven 
tions at present existing between Jap- 
an and Hawaii voidable either at the 
option of Japan or the United States, 
but they cannot anticipate without 
ap- 
prehension the consequences, whether 
direct or indirect, which would follow. 
The 
practical 
consummation 
of the 
theory 
of 
annexation, 
ipso 
facto, 
means the immediate 
termination 
of 
those treaties and conventions and the 
consequent cessation for the future of 
the privileges granted 
thereunder. 
"The absolute extinction 
of Japan's 
treaties and conventions without even 
the formality 
of previous notice, 
cre- 
ates a very unparalleled situation, not 
alone by removing conventional 
privi- 
leges and exemptions, but also by sub- 
stituting therefor new and burdensome 
changes." 
In closing he says: 
"Therefore, 
I 
have the honor to repeat that Japan 
has absolutely-n- o 
designs of any kind 
whatever 
inimical 
to Hawaii and no 
motive In her dealings with that coun- 
try 
except 
to 
secure 
by 
legitimate 
means the due observance of just ob- 
ligations." 
The note In part reads as follows: 
Legation 
of Japan, 
Washington, 
D. C. July 10. 
Sir: 
Replying to your note of date. 
the 25th ult, in answer to mine of the 
19th ult, regarding the proposed 
an- 
nexation 
of the Hawaiian 
Islands 
to 
the United States, I have the honor to 
inform you that I communicated its 
substance to Count Okuma, from whom 
I am in receipt of telegraphic 
instruc- 
tions embodying the views of the Im- 
perial Government in relation thereto. 
Taking note of what you say in reply 
to the representation I have the honor 
to make on bsh&if of my Goveriment 
with 
reference 
to the 
necessity 
of 
maintaining 
the status quo of Hawaii, 
the Imperial Government has no hesi- 
tation 
in admitting 
the predominant 
Influence 
of the United States 
In the 
Hawaiian 
Islands. 
In their opinion, 
however, the very such fact that pre- 
dominance has existed so long unques- 
tioned might be urged 
as a reaton 
against the disturbance 
of the status 
quo, more especially as practically the 
whole population 
of Hawaii acknowl- 
edge the paramount 
importance of the 
relations 
of their country 
with 
the 
United States, while it Is understood 
that only a small fraction of that num- 
ber favor annexation. 
From this it may be reasonably 
in- 
ferred that the predominant and para- 
mount influence of the United States, 
which, as you remark, "has been the 


one essential feature of the status quo 
through 
three-quarte- 
rs 
ot a century. 
In. 
which the Constitution 
and 
Govern- 
ment of Hawaii and the commerco o 
the Islands with the world have 
un- 
dergone 
notablo 
changes," 
furnishes, 
on tho one hand, the amplest guaran- 
tee against anything Inimical to either 
the United States or Hawaii, while on 
the other hand It obviates tho neces- 
sity ot a change In exlg'lng conditions 
which will injuriously affect the Inter- 
ests of others. 
The 
policy 
of 
colonial 
expansion 
among European 
countries 
was 
espe- 
cially active on the Pacific during tho 
decade ending In 1S92, and as a result 
nearly 
all of the island groups then 
autonomous passed under the sway of 
various Western powers. 
By common 
accord the powers have recently 
ap- 
peared 
willing 
to 
stay 
their hands, 
and international 
rivalry and conflict- 
ing Interests are now the best guaran- 
tees for the continued sovereign exist- 
ence 
of 
the 
few 
remaining 
Island 
groups. 
Yet tho absorption 
by the United 
States of such an important part ot tho 
remaining 
unappropriated 
region 
as 
Hawaii would doubtless be tho signal 
for the renewal ot dormant territorial 
ambition 
in the Pacific and the last 
vestige of native autonomy would dis- 
appear. 
And It Is not too much to ap- 
prehend that a partial 
redistribution 
of colonial possessions among the va- 
rious Western powers might also 
fol- 
low. 
It can easily be seen how this would 
affect the interests of Japanese 
sub- 
jects who are now engaging in increas- 
ing numbers in various undertakings 
and 
enterprises 
In 
the 
Pacific with 
profit to themselves and advantage 
to 
Japan. It was precisely on account ot 
the prevalence of this spirit ot colonial 
absorption that one of your honorable 
predecessors was led to declare to the 
German 
Government that your 
Gov- 
ernment attached great Importance to 
the 
"maintenance 
of the 
rights 
to 
which the United States becomes 
en- 
titled 
In the 
few remaining 
regions 
now under 
independent 
and 
autono- 
mous native governments 
In the Pa- 
cific Ocean." 
The justice ot that declaration 
can- 
not 
be questioned 
and 
the 
Imperial 
Government, 
entertaining 
similar 
views, could not behold with indiffer- 
ence changes 
In the status of 
that 
would 
extinguish 
Japanese rights. 
They have no Inten- 
tion of questioning the actual situation 
in the Pacific, and certainly 
no desire 
to In anywise disturb it: but their po- 
sition in that part of the world renders 
it impossible tor them to view with 
unconcern 
and 
In a spirit ot acqui- 
escence the consequences which, would 
probably follow the extinction 
of the 
Hawaiian sovereignty. 
The 
Imperial 
Government 
recog- 
nizes it as a 
principle 
of international 
law that the comple- 
tion ot annexation 
would render the 
treaties and convention at present 
ex- 
isting between Japan and Hawaii void 
able, either at the option of Japan or 
the United States, but they cannot an- 
ticipate without apprehension the con- 
sequences, whether direct or indirect, 
which would follow the practical 
con- 
summation 
of the theory that annex- 
ation ipso facto means the immediate 
termination ot those treaties and con- 
ventions and the consequent cessation 
for the future ot the privileges granted 
thereunder. 
The justice or expediency of extend- 
ing to Hawaii the treaty of 
1S5S at 
present subsisting 
between Japan and 
the United 
States 
is 
quite 
another 
question. 
Such extension might bo in- 
ferred from the language of the second 
paragraph of article 3 of the proposed 
treaty of annexation, 
which also 
pro- 
vides for the extinction of Hawaii's 
ex- 
isting treaties, but the treaty ot 1S5S is 
wholly 
and 
the 
Im- 
perial Government 
Is not prepared to 
say that It could be extended 
with- 
out its consent 
Under the circumstances, 
only the 
most cursory view of the actual situa- 
tion is required to show the disadvan- 
tageous position in which Japan would 
be placed by the abrupt termination of 
her treaties, and by the consequent ab- 
sence of satisfactory conventional stip- 
ulations for the protection of her rights, 
and the interests of her people.

FACTORY 
EMPLOYES. 


Commissioner 
Fitzgerald's 
Men 
Who 
Work 
Overtime. 
Late papers contain the information 
that State Labor Commissioner E. L. 
Fitzgerald 
has begun an investigation 
into the conditions 
surrounding 
the 
employes of the factories in San Fran- 
cisco. 
He has already found that the 
statutes prohibiting 
the 
employment 
of boys or girls under 18 years of age 
for more than 10 hours a day are being 
violated, and unless the law shall 
be 
complied with at once says there will 
be some 
arrests. 
Mr. Fitzgerald and his deputies have 
found that m some of the large estab- 
lishments 
cash boys are worked 
on 
Saturdays 
three hours longer than is 
allowed by law. This is atoned for, to 
some extent, however, by working the 
lads only nine and a half hours on the 
other five working days. 
In each 
in- 
stance the proprietor 
was notified to 
change his course or he would be pros- 
ecuted. These cases will be prosecuted 
anyhow, if Mrs. Prescott of the Chil- 
dren's Society, wishes it It is said that 
her policy would be to prosecute every 
violator of the law, though 
Mr. Fitz- 
gerald, while firm in his determination 
to remedy the evil, favors a more con- 
servative course. 
Mrs. Prescott, accompanied by Dep- 
uty Labor Commissioner Green, start- 
ed out this morning" to further investi- 
gate the factories. 
Especial attention 
will be paid to sanitary conditions and 
young girls, who are required to stand 
all day at their work.

Laws 
Will 
Conform 
to 
Those 
of United States 
One 
Year Permits. 


At yesterday's 
Cabinet session the 
only matter fully discussed 
was that 
relating to Chinese immigration. 
The 
expected 
arrival 
ol the Doric made 
prompt action ty the Cabinet acces- 
sary, as there were a number 
f ap- 
plicants for labor waiting approval. 
It is the intention 
of the Govern- 
ment 
to abide by the terms 
of the 
treaty, as approved by the Hawaiian" 
representatives. 
The 
Government 
wishes to act in extreme good faith in 
keeping within the lines of the treaty. 
In view of this, it was decided that no 
applications 
for 
Chinese 
laborers 
should be approved, and that there 
shall be no general immigrations, 
ex- 
cept by Japanese. 
In connection with the matter, there 
are many perplexing questions arising 
which require settling, 
and it is the 
wish of the Government in disposing 
of them to keep within the emigration 
laws of the United States. 
One of the 
provisions 
In the law is that return 
permits, when issued, are for one year 
only. 
This part of the law was made 
active 
in 
Honolulu 
yesterday, 
and 
those permits Issued to returning 
Chi- 
nese by the Doric allows them to 
re- 
turn here within one year. 
Hereafter 
the United States laws will be fully 
complied 
with 
in 
respect 
to 
immi- 
grants. 
There 
are many 
Hawaiian-bor- n 
Chinese now abroad, who should 
be allowed to return, and there is no 
doubt permission will be granted them. 
The great question with the Cabinet is 
regarding 
future applicants. 
Minister Cooper is reading up the 
United 
States 
laws regarding 
immi- 
gration to ascertain 
which classes it 
affects. The Government is determined 
to conform, in this matter, with the 
laws of the United States.
